BUISNESS NOW JUSTIFIES IT

Pacific Coast Manufacturers Associa-
tion Meets Today and is Expected to
Take Action. Permanent Exhibit to
be Maintained in East,

Seattle, Wash., July 27.—Special in-
terest attaches to the regular monthly
meeting of the Pacifie Coast Lumber
Manufacturers Association, which will
be beld at the Hotel Butler tomorrow,
by reason of the fact that there is a
movement on foot o advance the list on
eedar and spruce siding. Reports from
the lumber sections of the stute at the
present indicate ¢ phenominal business,
both rail and cargo, and the demand for
lumber products is steadily increasing
Tt is the belief of a large number of Se-
attle members of the association that
the time is opportune for an advance in
prices, because the business is such that
it will stand it. It is not the intention
of those favoring a revision of the list
to insist om a radical increase, but the
trade outlook is so promising, coupled
with the prospects of a splendid har-
west, as to justify a substantial improve-
ment, it is argued,

Another important matter to come
before the meeting is the proposed per-
manent exhibit of Pacific coast woods
to be established at Minneapolis and
Chicago. The committee charged with
the work of preparing the exhibit will
repart progress to the extent of having
